KlstB by the state board of pharmacy 
hiiH hi'on poiiiK on for thrive wci'kB, 
and the Btate board has bi-cii in m's- 
■lon at the Palmer House througlioui 
today qwaatlonlng the druggists. C. 
L. Delhi, of LoulSTtlle; J. W. 0*9\e, 
of Frankfort, and Edward Bloom- 
fleld, of LonltvUle, are the members 
of tlio slate board holding the local 
Investigation. 

The Investigation foUowa work 
doae here three weeks ago by one of 
the board's Inspectors. Quietly ho 
went among the local drugglata In- 
vestigating their methods particular- 
ly of hiiiKllliiK ami selling polHonB 
and narcotlCB. He rcportiul to tlio 
board and the inveetigatlou was lui- 
aonnoed to the druggists today by 
tke members of the board, telephon- 
lac them to appear before them In 
room 17 at the Pnlmer House. 

Not only will wh:il.'ii r rharKfs 
this inspector may have pri«fprri'd, 
be threahed out, but tho employnioiit 
of unregistered clerks and oth>.>r 
abuses of the drug atorea are beiog 
Investigated with a view to Instruct- 
ing the druggists how to comply 
with the- lawH 

One druKKist, wpt-aklnf? of the b«*s- 
bIoii of the fitati> board hprr, said 
that many druggists may have been 
charged with breaking the regulation 
by the Inapector. His method wan 
to enter a drug store and try to pur- 
chase a drug It Is RRAlnjit thn law to 
S4lll without a pruHcrlptlun. If the 
drffg waft sAld to hfin; tfe would ra- 
tara later to aee whether the irvg- 
|iat had kept a& aoeottnt of the aalc 
on his registry book. 

He Investigated to see whether 
unroslstered clorks wpn> cinployi'd 
to All proscriptions, and Ki iinrally 
looked for any abnses of the xtato 
regulations. Some of the most prom- 
inent drugglata were before the state 
board this morning and this after- 
noon the tnvestlgatlon is being re- 
sumed. Sonip of thp driiKRists are 
invited merely to give information 
and to receive tnstruetiona on new 
regulations. 

Dr. J, W. t}ayle, of the board, said 
this afternoon: 

"Worse conainonR than houk' that 
pxIbI In Paducali liinnoi l>i> IniaRlncd 
Conditions here are worxo by f»r 
than in any other city In the state. 
We find that the two drugs, most 
specifically regulated are sold India 
crlmlaately and actually In some 
cases by mere boys. No attempt at 
keeping trai k of tlie piirchasor, label- 
ling or physicians' prescriptions can 
be fiviind In some stores. Cocaine 
and abortives are the drnga I refer- 
red to and the former la the only 
one on the abuse of which a lieenae 
can be revoked. 

"No prosecutions will follow this 
meeting except possibly in the case 
of cocaine selling, but In this wc 
mean to oiler no compromise. We 
have warned the druggists repeated- 
ly here and this Is the Inst warning. 
Future Irregularities will be dealt 
with summarily. Mr. nioomneld, who 
investigated the <<in^lllions ^^ere 
found 23 out of the ^2 s(nro8 hand- 
ling drugs Irregularly. They are ap- 
pearing before as today and we will 
close the Jnvesttcatloo tomorrow 
morntog. wilt leave at li:2^

The case hinged on the testimony 
of the defendant and 1.,ottie Jacobs, 
who keeps house lhre<' doors from 
tho saloon, that l.oitlc purchased the 
he<T Saturday night and paid for It, 
and that as she had no Ice, Mitchell 
graciously kept it until she wanted It. 

The original chargi" was preferred 
by Patrolmen Uogers and Hill, who 
saw .Mitchell carry a basket from 
his saloon to Lx>ttiu Jacob's hquso 
Sunday night. They entered tho 
house and satiafled themielvea that 
the basket contained lieer. 

On the statement of the principal 
witnesses Judge Gross dismlss(>d the 
defendant. 

Tbe patrolmen threatened to take 
the case before the grand Jury and 
Mayor Yelaer aald he would employ 
a lawyer to prosecute the case if 
ntH'Pssary , 

It is understood a plea of acquit- 
tal will be entered.

Mong Willi the high lieeasa pr^ 
vidcd for bucket shops, tbe licenaa 
committee In drawing up the new or- 
dinance last year, placed a license of 
$r>(H) against loan companies. This 
Jii:-' I ' I. il Ihe former license and 
til'' i' lii ■ 'unpanles promptly balked. 
Tlieii- allltndi' now Is souielhlii 11. « 
"If you don't like it you can lump 
It," They said they wouldn't par 
It and they haven't. There are some 
five of these loan companies In the 
city and they are floiirl.«hlng. The 
general council thought loan conipau 
leg were In Ihe class with bucket 

shops and the license waa made so 
high for the parpoae of extenalBatlng 
rather than for rpvenno. 

The tnabllltv of the city to collect 
llie iirense resides In the ability of 
I he loan compuuleti to rc-arrange 
their business so that the ordlnanea 
uould not cover their cases. 
wbi«di seems exhanstlesa. The 
ordinance saya that com pan- 
ic's, persons or corporations 
doing a money lending business on 
chattels, shall pay ii license of $:>(U). 
This cov.'red the case at Ihe time 
the ordinance waa passed, but the 
losn companlaa bava tonnd a way to 
evade the provision.' They simply 
do not lend money on security at all. 
The .principle of th,> In.m conip,iiil"a 
Is the same though the form is 
slightly different amaog thorn. 

How can they afford to lend money 
without security? A reporter for Tha 
Sun talking with three of Ihe inan- 
agtirs of loan companies and found 
thein readily dlseunliia their posi- 
tion. 

"We lose money accasionaily," 

said one tn.iiM;;. r ' lei' we knoW 
neai l> e\ Ii.hI . Ill III, rity who bor- 
rows money and wc know bow f«i to 
trust them. Most of our loans are 
small and It is true that we get s 
large per cent Interest, but whera 
else could they get the aceommodfi- 
tion which we give them? The banks 
won't lend money In those amounts. 
Our pal runs need the money and tho 
loan comiianlos are the natural re- 
sult. We are willing to pay a ra»- 
sonable license. 

"We have oar loans arranged to 
that neither the borrowera could 
fall to fulfil their contract, nor the 
clly legal depai Min iit interli-ie Au- 
thorities have persecuted loan com- 
panies in other cities but they still 
do business and we will be dolus 
business here In spite of the high 
license. Then the state comes along 
and asks a license. We paid both 
as long as they were reasonable, bnt 
not now, " 

'.Meanwhile the city Is loalng a 
iiossible tZ,<HH> from the live compaa 
lea under the ordinance, and the le- 
gal department does not think that 
the companies can be reached as tbe 
ordinance now reads. And the lack 
of stability of form of the companies 
would make it dHRonlt to frame an 
ordinance that would cover them. 
Inspector Lohnhard Is philosophical; 
Treasurer Dorian is walling, and So- 
llclior Campbell Is thinking hard.

The lo'.lowjng Htatcnients and rec- 
ommendations regaiiLiii.; h!s wotk 
have been uuule in bis annual report 
by Meat and Milk Inspector B. P. 

Fa i ioy. 

"The milk quesHoii has had my 
closest attention this year and many 
ehangea for the better have been ac- 
compiiahed. The dairymen have 
l)een required to Jiive closm- atten- 
tion to their product and the care 
and iiiaiia^enieiit nl their cows, and 
ebpucially as to their health nnd 
housing, and to the mailer of elean- 
linees, milking and the care of milk 
while on the farm and on the way to 
market, than they have at any other 
time. There Is a dairy within one 
mile of the city llniits which furn- 
ishes lar«o supplies of milk dally 
nnd has for years, the proprietor of 
which tells me this is the first year 
be has had inatructions from a milk 
Inspector, and he bails with deiif;ht 
such Instructions and Informal ion 
as is KIM a lilni. This dairy ban been 
in o|ieration all ttieso years, until re- 
cently without even a common coat 
of whitewash, tbe proprietor not ful- 
ly realising the great benefit of thla 
timple sanitary precaution. Daring 
the year just passed this man has 
Silent bittween $7'. and $lioi In Im- 
provements, and will continue to do 
so from time to time until his dairy 
Is in. a thorpngh aanitary condition. 
I could name more, i have visited 
each dairy once a month at which 
time I noted Improvements and sug- 
gested others. 

""Most of tbe dairymen are calla- 
ble of being taught and willing to 
receive inatructions as to hotter 
fnnthods, while others ore indiflerent 
and bard to ipove, and It seems al- 
most u hopeless tusk to try. 

"Strictly sanitary and model dair- 
ies ara so few anA.«o -far la Advance 
of the common, ol<^-f ash loned dair- 
ies that In my oiiinlori It would he 
unwise to attempt to coin|ir l hy law 
and penalty the fmmedi ii.' ,uid gen- 
eral adoption of all sanitary meas- 
ures, hut would suggest that n speel- 
flod future time be fixed when all 
shall be Improved up to the standard. 
Instead of oompelllug by law, I have 
sncceeded in Rotting the consent of 
t^'o dairymen lo have all their cows 
tested for tuberculosis. It required 
iwme ^Oaalble sacrlfloe on tbe part 
of these gentlemen, aa they have 
very fine herds and may have to sac- 
rifice some of their boKt cattle with- 
out rcniuneratlou, but they have 
Interest of better conditions. Some 
others are not so patriotic." 
Market and Slaughter Honses. 
"I have visited the market place 
p.ich mnrnlng and ihom inspect each 
lii ie of m.' It and R.iiiie offered for 
sale. Ocrasionuliy I founds some bad 
meat whicif was promptly condemned 
and removed.
